Reports from Poland said a 
conference of Cominform mili- 
tary leaders has been called 
for about March 15 in Hun- 
gary, possibly at Debrecen. Re- 
liable Warsaw sources were 
quoted as saying the defense 
chiefs of the eastern European 
countries were expected to re- 
view their military prepara- 
tions. 

The announced purpose of 
the Cominform is limited to 
propaganda. It is an organ- 
ization of the Communist 
parties of Russia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Romania, Bul- 
garia, France and Italy.

F Fa Looking for Rainbow, 
Find Numbed Hands and Iced Fly 
Rods --- But Many Get the Limit

MONTAUK STATE PARK, Mo., 
March 2—Cold weather numbed 
the hands and iced fly rods and 
lines, but many of the hardy 
perennials who gather here for 
the trout-season opening pulled in 
the limit of six fish yesterday. 

More than 400 fishermen, includ- 

ing a large number from St. Louis, 
spent the day at this park in the 
heart of the Ozarks, looking for 
a rainbow at the end of their 
lines. 
The wail of the starting siren, 
marking sunrise at 6:34 a.m., had 
hardly died away before some of 
the rainbow trout, stocked by the 
thousands in the Current river, 
were plunked into fishermen’s 
creels. Among the first to make 
catches was a St. Louisan, Charles 
Birkes, 5610 Devonshire avenue. 

Vernon F. Mathias, 8612 Halls 
Ferry road, received credit for 
having the largest total catch. 
Using a streamer fly, Mathias 
pulled in six trout with a total 
weight of seven and one-half 
pounds, including one fish of two 
and one-fourth pounds. 

The largest trout was reported 
by John D. Riddle Jr., 932 Brow- 
nell avenue, Glendale. His rain- 
bow, taken on a white grub fly, 
weighed two and one-half pounds. 

Robert Hollandworth of nearby 
Joy had his limit of six fish 20 
minutes after the starting siren. 
His lure was a “woolly worm,” 
which also seemed to be the pref- 
erence of the majority of fisher- 
men. 

It was no small feat to catch a 
trout at Montauk yesterday. Not 
only was there the handicap of 
benumbed fingers and water that 
froze on line and rod, but compe- 
tition among the fishermen was 
on an “elbow-to-elbow” basis. 

Flies cast by the anglers buzzed 
constantly about their colleagues’ 
ears. Any fish with an inclina- 
tion to bite could afford to be 
choosy because there was always 
a variety of flies descending about 
the same time on the same likely 
spot of water. Some fishermen 
showed themselves as adept as 
switchboard operators in getting 
lines crossed. 

One man found a benefit in hav- 
ing crowds along the banks. Over- 
anxious to net a hooked trout, he 
toppled into the water and went 
completely under. A fisherman on 
each side reached out and pulled 
him in. 

Sandra Lea Mathias, 8 years old, 
who ties her own flies, was the 
youngest angler in the park. Her 
father is the man who had the 
largest total catch. Sandra wasn't 
having much luck but another 


youngster, Thomas Warden, pedi 


caught tour fish, keeping pace 
with his father, John E. Warden, 
4953 West Pine boulevard. 


To some veteran trout fisher- 

men, opening day is significant, 
not particularly for the fish that 
may be caught, but for the re- 
union created for fishing cronies.

OME of cross-bred dogs take 
after the setter, and some after 
the pointer, in shape and coat, 
in the same litter. On the whole, 
I prefer those which follow the 
pointer. They have a short but 
thick coat and a tough skin, 
while the hair is not long enough 
to catch hold of the cockle-burrs. 
Both kinds are hearty, strong 
dogs, with good constitutions and 
capable of great endurance. As a 
rule, they are inclined to be 
headstrong and are difficult to 
break, but when they are broken 
and have learned their business 
they make first-rate dogs and 
hardly ever tire. 

Those cross-bred dogs which 
take after the pointer look like 
pointers, and many men think 
they are pointers; but they have 
much better feet, and their legs 
and bodies are covered and well 
protected by thick but short hair. 
I have found them good, tough 
dogs, capable of standing more 
hard work than either pointers or 
setters, as a rule. Those which 
take after the setter have more 
power than the pure setters, and 


great bone and substance. Their 


hair is not as long as the setter’s, 
but it is thicker. Both kinds are 
as good for water and cold 
weather as need be. They have had 
plenty of both in my service, and 
I know the fact. 


Worth Her Weight in Gold. 


I think the best dog I ever had 
was one of those which follow the 
pointer in shape and coat; at any 
rate she was esteemed by me as 
worth her weight in gold. 

Fanny was the product of 
pure-bred ‘female lemon-and-white 
setter and a pure-bred liver-col- 
ored pointer-dog. She took after 
her mother in shape and coat, but 
was larger and stronger, and was 
liver and white in color. She was 
of good size and strong. Her coat 
was thick and not as long as her 
mother’s, and she had but a little 
feather on the legs. She had splen- 
did scenting powers, was easily 


broken, was good for every sort 


of shooting, and the best retriever 
I ever saw.

Now the Pacific has 
become an Anglo-Saxon lake, and 
our line of defense runs through 
the chain of islands fringing the 
‘coast of Asia. 

“It starts from the Philippines 
and continues through the Ryukyu 
archipelago, which includes its 


main bastion, Okinawa. Then it 


bends back through Japan and 
the Aleutian Island chain to 
Alaska. 


“Though the advance of the Red 
armies in China places them on 
flank of that position, this does 
not alter the fact that our only 
possible adversary on the Asiatic 
continent does not possess an in- 
dustrial base near enough to sup- 
ply an amphibious attacking foree. 

“War industries in Russia are 
in the region of the Ural Moun- 
tains, from which their output, I 
believe, of weapons and muni- 
tions would have to be hauled 
over 4000 miles of mainly single- 
track railroad to Vladivostok.“ 

An Army for Japan? 

Regarding the suggestion that 
Japan should be “allowed” to raise 
a home defense army, the Su- 
preme Commander said: 

“That is a premature proposal. 
It is a matter that could be de- 
cided only when a peace treaty 
with Japan is drafted. Till then, 
the army’ of occupation will re- 
main there, not to hold Japan— 
that is unnecessary—but owing to 
the unfortunate split between 
powers that were allies during the 
war.

HE Hoover Commission today 
T proposed “major improve- 

ments” in the operation of 
the Veterans Administration. It 
laid special emphasis on tighten- 
ing education and insurance pro- 
grams. 

The commission reported poor 
management and waste in the edu- 
cation setup, inefficiency and de- 
lay in handling insurance prob- 
lems, and “serious internal or- 
ganizational defects” the 
agency as a whole. 

In the ninth of $s series of 15 
reports to Congress, the govern- 
ment reorganization group headed 
by Former President Herbert 
Hoover offered six recommenda- 
tions. The result, it said, would 
be “considerable savings.” It did 
not mention an amount, 

The commission recommended 
reorganizing the administrator's 
office, replacing his executive as- 
sistant with a deputy and adding 
three or more assistant adminis- 
trators; consolidating administra- 
tion of pensions, retirement bene- 
fits, disability, compensation and 
guardianships in a veterans’ bene- 
fit service, and consolidating the 
vocational rehabilitation, educa- 
tion and readjustment allowance 
programs and the certification of 
veterans for loan guarantees in a 
readjustment service. 

Loan and Insurance Proposals. 

The commission said the agency 
should separate its insurance pro- 
gram from other functions and 
set them up in a Veterans’ Insur- 
ance Corporation.

St. Louis Trade and Industrial Leaders Say 
Spotty Conditions Are Merely Economic 
Readjustments in Wake of War—They 
Foresee No Depression.

USINESS is spotty—strong in some lines, falling off noticeably 
in others—but a group of St. Louis business and industrial 
leaders considers this Merely part of the economic readjust- 


ment to be expected in the wake of the war. These men see no de- 
pression in the making, and regard the general economic situation 


today as basically sound. 

W. M. Akin, president of Laclede 
Steel Co., says his business is 
very active, despite a slackening 
of demand for some products. 

“Since the war, we have seen 
three drops and three recov- 
eries in some of our light 
stuff, such as spring wire,“ 
he declared. “But we take that 
more or less for granted. Mean- 


while, on the heavy side we are 
going strong. Such projects as 
pipelines and power houses, start- 
ed some time ago, will keep us 
busy for a long time.” 

Because the heavy side of the 
metal business has this momen- 
tum which carries over at least 
a year, and also is a little slower 
than other industrial lines in get- 
ting started, Akin is cautious 
about using steel as an index for 
general economic analysis. 


“I believe there is a wave of 
commercial conservatism going 
over the country,” he said. “Every- 
body is inclined to feel this is 
the time to be careful. The ma- 
jority have made up their minds 
things are going to be quieter and 
prices will tend to be lower. They 
hesitate about buying and hang 
on to their money. Speculative 
buying ceases, but this doesn’t 
mean business plunges into an 
abyss. 

“You can stir up a sweat about 
a thousand things, but I haven’t 
seen anything yet in the domes- 
tic picture that could not be coped 
with by intelligent action. Bear 
in mind that the basic situation 
is different from what it was after 
World War I. In 1920 we didn’t 
have government commodity con- 
trols. Today we have not only such 
controls but a great deal more 
stability in employment.” 

Akin, who does some of his best 
thinking in a haze of smoke swirl- 
ing around his blue eyes and 
steel-rimmed glasses, puffed a 
cigar as he. took note of the fact 
there is still a great deal of pent- 
up demand in America’s economy. 

“No substantial road work has 
been done since 1940,” he said. 
“The states are way behind on 
roads, and they’re bursting with 
money. We have a backlog on 
building, too. We're behind on 
schools, hospitals and other insti- 
tutions. Whether this need will 
be translated into orders right 


mean activity within the next few 
years.” 
Morton May’s Views. 

Morton J. May, president of the 
May Department Stores Co., which 
operates Famous-Barr and stores 
in other cities, pointed out that 
business depends on state of mind 
as well as state of pocketbook. 

“Tell a person he looks terrible, 
keep repeating it, and first thing 
you know he really begins to feel 
terrible,’ May said. The news- 
papers and the columnists, by em- 
phasizing dips in buying which 
may amount to little more than 
fluctuations in retail volume, give 
a distorted picture which can do 
a lot of harm.” 


Retail business is merely get- 
ting back tb normal, he asserted. 
During the war, merchants took 
all the goods they could get be- 
Cause merchandise shortages were 
acute and virtually everything 
sold, But this situation no longer 
exists. Goods are available, and 
customers are more selective in 
their buying. 

“We mirror the demands of the 
public, and are trying to give peo- 
ple what they want when they 
want it,” May continued, “There- 
fore our buying is more selective, 
too. We are getting back to the 
normal way of doing business. 
That means a display of 200 suits 
isn’t cleaned dut in one morning 
any more. But I wouldn’t call that 
a recession.” 

Despite ice storms and their 
momentary effect on sales volume, 
business as a whole through the 
spring should compare very fav- 
orably with last year’s showing, 
he said. 

I don’t think the return of 
business to normal is any more 
violent than the readjustment of 
soldiers to civilian life,” May con- 
cluded. “Basically economic con- 
ditions are pretty sound, and de- 
spite newspaper headlines I see 
nothing to get alarmed about.” 

Clifford ylord’s Viewpoint. 

Clifford W. Gaylord, president 
of Gaylord Container Corp., which 
manufactures paper boxes and 
wrapping materials, is more con- 
cerned about the political than the 
economic situation.

They will be teld how the 
draft of the constitution should be 
changed to conform with the Lon- 
don agreement. 

The six-power London agree 
ment of last spring authorized the 
west Germans to draft a constitu- 
tion for a federal republic to em- 
brace the American, British and 
French occupation zones, 

“There are not many changes to 
be recommended,” Clay said. : 

“The (final draft) constitution 
will then be approved at Bonn and 
be submitted to the military gov- 
ernors for approval,” he added. 
“None of us (the military gover- 
nors) has committed our govern- 
ments until we have the constitu- 
tion before us.” | 

The military governors’ recom- 
mendations were based on the 
draft of the constitution drawn up 
by the Bonn council. The council 
has yet to ratify the document. 

In answer to a question, Clay 
said “there is nothing in the oc- 
cupation statute that prevents ar- 
tion (by the Bonn council) on the 
constitution unless the Germans 
want to wait.” 

The United States, Britain and 
France have been unable to reach 
final agreement on the occupation 
statute which will define*the pow- 
ers of the west German state.

I read with interest your editorial, 
“The Closed Shop Issue.” It was a fair, 
rational expression of a viewpoint, and 
Ieam in accord with some of your con- 
clusions. 

I cannot, however, agree with, the 
claim that “the closed shop limits an 
employer's freedom to hire and an em- 
ploye’s freedom to seek a job.” A closed 
shop does not exist unless and until the 
employer and his union eniployes mu- 
tually agree to it and jointly sign an 
agreement to that effect, thus exercising 
the much-mentioned “freedom of con- 
tract.” 

As you point out, “Closed shop unions 
represent perhaps only 25 to 33 per cent 
of all organized workers.” Moreover, not 
all employers in those lines are union- 
ized. So if I dislike the closed shop I 
have my “freedom” to apply to a non- 
union employer for a job. I certainly 
have no right to go to a closed shop 
Plant and demand that established rules 
be set aside in order to let me work for 
that specific employer. I contend that 
an employer and his employes have a 
right mutually to agree to any set of 
legal, decent rules of hiring and opera- 
tion, then enforce said rules against all 
comers to that job. Otherwise, where 
is our “freedom of contract?” . 

I would also point out that the closed 
shop is as old as the labor movement 
itself.

Quashing of indictments against Robert M. 

Medill and Robert Weir in the Centralia mine 
disaster does not mean that these former top 
Illinois mine officials must go scot free. Quash- 
ing need only mean that it will take a while 
longer to bring them to trial. 

Medill and Weir can and should be re- 
indicted. The law provides for it. 

Back in 1874 the IllinolS Legislature had the 
foresight to pass a criminal section which says: 


When an indictment, information or suit 
is quashed... the time during the pendency 
of such indictment, information or suit so 
quashed . shall not be reckoned within 
the time limited by this act (statute of limi- 
tations), so as to bar any new indictment, 
information or suit for the same offense. 
These words will be found in Section 633, 


Chapter 38, Illinois Revised Statutes for 1947. 
Since State's Attorney Wilbert J. Hohlt of Wash- 
ington county, the prosecutor in charge of the 
case, did not seem to know of their existence 
when asked by the Post-Dispatch as to his next 
step, we print them for his ready reference. 

This statute is not an uncertain quantity. On 
the contrary, it has been tested in the IIlinois 
Supreme Court in the cases of People vs. John- 
son and People vs. Hobbs. 

It is plain from this that the 18-month statute 
of limitations on misdemeanors does not apply. 
The delay in bringing this case to trial has not 
defeated the law. “Dear Bob” Medill and Rob- 
ert Weir, who turned a deaf ear to the Centralia 
miners, have not yet been placed in jeopardy. 
The way is wide open to bring them to court and 
punish them if found guilty. 

Is there a case against these men? Perhaps as 
good an answer as any is that the Centralia Coal 
Co., indicted along with them, pleaded no con- 
test” July 8, 1947, and paid the maximum fine 
of $500 on each of two charges. The defense 
lawyer said, “It may be that there was a techni- 
cal violation of the two statutes, but the com- 
pany doesn't feel like entering a plea of guilty.” 

“A rose by any other name would smell as 
sweet,” said Circuit Judge R. W. Griffin of 
Granite City. 

Circuit Judge Charles” T. Randolph of Carmi, 
to whose district a change of venue was taken, 
quashed the indictments against Medill and 
Weir on two grounds. First, he said: 


If these men are guilty in connection with 
this terrible disaster, it seems that the 
charge should be involuntary manslaughter 
at least, and punishable by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary instead of a mere fine or 
jail sentence if found guilty. 

Second, Judge Randolph held that any offense 


by the former officials would have been com- 
mitted, not in the county where the mine was 
situated, but “where the offices are kept and 
orders are given.” : 

Judge Randolph has ruled, in other words, 
that the indictments should have been brought 
in Sangamon county,' and that the offense 
charged should have been a stiffer one. 

This ruling should be acted on as fast as pro- 
cedure allows. Mr. Hohlt has had little interest 
in facilitatimg the case. He allowed almost two 
years to pass before obtaining so much as a 
hearing on the motion to quash. He, therefore, 
will doubtless be entirely satisfied to have the 
case taken out of his hands. 

In Sangamon county, the case will become the 
responsibility of the new State’s Attorney, 
George P. Coutrakon. Mr. Coutrakon has dem- 
onstrated that he means business in the enforce- 
ment of the gambling laws. 

Thanks to Judge Randolph’s ruling, Mr. Cou- 
trakon, in effect, is attorney for the widows and 
orphans of the 111 men who were killed after 
repeated warnings about violations of safety 
laws at Centralia Mine No. 5. He is attorney 
for the thousands of coal miners who are wait- 
ing to see justice done.

It is disconcerting to read report after report 
of planes flying faster than the speed of sound, 
of rockets being projected beyond the atmos- 
phere, of the possibility of bombing platforms 
beyond the pull of gravity.

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Landmark Step for es St. Louis Area 

Everything was arranged in Jefferson City 
and Springfield today for the simultaneous in- 
troduction of bills to create a.permanent Bi- 
State Development Agency. 

The concerted action in the two state capitals 
is designed to symbolize the common interests 
of the Missouri and Illinois sides of the river 
at St. Louis. As State Senators from St. Louis, 
St. Louis County and St. Charles County were 
at work at Jefferson City, their Illinois counter- 
parts from Madison, St. Clair and other counties 
were taking the same steps at Springfield. 

The heart of these joint bills is an interstate 
compact under which Missouri and Illinois would 
establish, for the St. Louis area, an agency on 


the order of the eminently successful New York 


‘Port Authority. 

Under this compact and the agency which it 
calls for, the St. Louis area would have, for 
the first time, the means for genuine, informed 
bi-state action on a host of common problems. 
The growth of the St. Louis area, like that of 
New York, has paid no attention to state bound- 
aries. Airports, highways, bridges, drainage, 
sewerage, transportation, terminals, conservation, 
recreation—these and other problems are area 
concerns, unsolvable except as they are ap- 
proached on an area basis. 

There is nothing or novel in the Seam 
approach.

When the Senate takes up the Adminis- 
tration labor bill, proposals will probably 
arise for compulsory arbitration of disputes 
endangering the national welfare. 


William H. Davis, chairman of the old 
War Labor Board, made a qualified pro- 
posal of this nature before the Senate 
Labor Committee on Feb. 11. Another pro- 
posal for limited compulsory arbitration is 
embodied in a House bill sponsored by five 
Republican Representatives. And several’ 
states have recently enacted legislation for 
compulsory ‘arbitration of disputes in pub- 
lic utilities, as an offshoot of bans on utili- 
ties strikes. 

However, compulsory arbitration has not 
worked any too well where it has been 
tried, Management is inclined to line up 
with labor in opposing it, and there is much 
doubt on whether it would be held constitu- 
tional in peacetime. 

In 1920 Kansas forbade strikes and lock- 
outs in utilities and in coal, food and cloth- 
ing industries, and created a commission 
to fix wages and working conditions in 
those fields. Nevertheless, Kansas workers 
participated in national strikes in 1920, 
1921, 1922. 

Then a meat packing company refused to 
accept an award on wages and hours. In 


1923 the United States Supreme Court ruled 


that the wage award had deprived the com- 
pany of property and right of contract 
without due process of law. Two years 
later, on the issue of the hours award, the 
court found the entire compulsory arbitra- 
tion scheme unconstitutional for industries 
not affected with a public interest, and the 
state commission was abolished. 

On the other hand, it must be pointed 
out that (1) the Kansas’ law was not tested 


in the utilities field; (2) many industries 
are now considered affected with a public 
interest not so considered 20 years ago; 
(3) since 1923-25 the Suprem* Court has 
upheld state minimum wage laws and the 
federal Wage-Hour Act. 


Organized labor has long held that com- 
pulsory arbitration means compulsory la- 
bor, and that means involuntary servitude. 
A representative of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers told a Senate com- 
mittee in February, 1947, that if the Gov- 
ernment could fix wages, it would inevit- 
ably go on to control prices and markets, 
and where would private enterprise be 
then? 

Many experts in labor problems insist 
that compulsory arbitration prevents both 
sides in a dispute from offering any con- 
cessions at all. 


Also, what is there to lose by Initiating 
a dispute that otherwise would not be in- 
itiated ? 


Finally, an award handed down by proc- 
esses opposed by at least one side has less 
chance of being observed in good faith than 
one by processes accepted by both sides. 


Compulsory arbitration has long been in 
operation in New Zealand and Australia, 
but has failed to prevent strikes. Employers 
complain that the arbitratal body is rigged 
against them whenever a Labor Govern- 
ment is in power; employes refused to work 
under awards they call unfair. And if 
wages are raised in one plant, they must 
be raised in competitor plants to prevent 
discrimination, so that the New Zealand 
and Australia arbitration bodies have be- 
come, in effect, bodies to fix wages and 
hours for most workers. 


Thorez and Togliatti Clarify a Question

a paid advertisement, signed by the Com- 
munist party of Maryland and the Commn- 
nist party of Washington, D. C., that ap- 
peared a little more than two years ago in 
the Washington Post and some other news- 
papers hereabouts. At the time we felt it 
necessary to reply editorially to some of the 
statements contained in it. We should like 
to quéte again from the advertisement in 
order to illustrate further a point we have 
often made about the intricacies of the 
Communist psychology: 

“We American Communists have only 
one loyalty. It is to our country, the United 
States of America, and above all to the 
working class and people of America. We 
are pledged to support and defend the 
United States Constitution and its Bill of 
Rights against its reactionary enemies who 
would destroy popular liberties and the 
gains of labor.” 

The problem is to square that declaration

Reaction- 
ary, in the party lexicon, is the generic 
term for any persons or groups including 
Trotskyites and Social Fascists (Second In- 
ternational Socialists) who oppose whatever 
the progressive forces (Communists and 
fellow travelers) are instructed by the cur- 
rent party line to favor. The meaning then.

Among guests were a number of 
Harvard alumni who are delegates 
to the regional conference of the 
American Association of School 
Administrators, ending here to- 
day. Others attending the dinner 
were alumni from other parts of 
the country who are members of 
the executive committee of the 
Associated Harvard Clubs, whose 
president is William M. Akin of 
Alton. The executive committee 
held its annual meeting here yes- 
terday. 

Conant described Harvard’s new 
undergraduate library as the best 
in the country. It permits the use 
of Widener Memorial Library for 
the purpose for which it was con- 
structed, by seniors and 
by students in the graduate 
schools, he said.

ARREST IN MYSTERY 
MURDER IN ENGLAND 


Scotland Yard Checks Charred 
Bones, Acid Bottles in 
Death of Widow. 


—— | 


HORSHAM, England, March 2 
(AP)—Scotland Yard filed a mur- 
der charge today against John 
George Haigh, 40 years old, in the 
murder of a wealthy widow, | 

Officials said they were trying 
to find out whether the killing of 
Mrs. Olive Durand-Deacon, 69, was 
linked with the disappearance of 
five other persons sought during 
the year. 

Haigh’s arrest and arraignment 
in Horsham village magistrate 
court climaxed a Sherlock Holmes- 
type investigation. 

Police sifted mud and charred 
bones in an isolated lumber yard 
for two days to check the possi- 
bility the widow’s murdered tried 
to destroy her body with acid. 

Detectives said they found bone 
fragments, acid bottles, fragments 
of clothing and a plastic purse be- 
lieved to have belonged to Mrs. 
Durand-Deacon, who disappeared 
from a South Kensington hotel 


and other documents believed to 
belong to five other persons who 
have disappeared in recent months. 

Officials said Haigh told them 
he had lived in the same hotel as 
Mrs. Durand-Deacon. He “was 
quoted as saying he had talked to 
her about investing money in a 
project to manufacture plastic 
fingernails for women. He was 
to meet her in another part of 
London the day she disappeared, 
police said, 

When arraigned today, Haigh 
told the magistrate: “I have noth- 
ing to say.” He added he did not 
have enough money to hire an at- 
torney.

USSIAN agents and their 
R American aides began steal- 

ing United States atomic 
energy and A-bomb secrets as 
early as the end of 1942, two and 
a half years before the first bomb 
was tested at Alamogordo, N.M. 

Despite the efforts of the FBI 
and the security forces of the 
Manhattan Engineering District, 
the two billion dollar American 
scientific and engineering project 
was subjected to a consistent as- 
sault by Red agents, at least one 
of whom appeared to have an im- 
munity against arrest. 

No one can estimate how 
much information was milked 
from the bomb project. But this 
we do know of the conspiracy: 

It was a much greater effort 
by the Communists than their 
successful assault on the Cana- 
dian Government's A- bomb 
secrets. The exposure of the 
Canadian spy ring, however, re- 
sulted in a’ tightening of that 
country’s espionage laws and the 
conviction, Among others, of. a 

member of the Ganadian Parlia- 
ment, 

Our espionage laws remain the 
same, and the Justice Depart- 
ment has shown little isaclina- 
tion to prosecute those whose 
names were revealed by the 
House committee. Yet we dis- 
closed a great deal about this 
conspiracy, and the committee 
has every reason to believe that 
Government files contain much 
more information. 

The Communists gained more 
than plans. In 1944 the Soviet 
Purchasing Commission was able 
to fly 1300 pounds of uranium 
oxide and uranium nitrate out 
of this country. In 1945, before 
the first bomb was tested, the 
Russians asked for and received 
25 pounds of low-grade uranium 
metal and also acquired an 
amount of “heavy water” suit- 
able for use in an atomic pile. 
The first 300 pounds of uranium 

oxide and nitrate was asked for 
in March 1944, for the announced 
purpose of conducting steel-hard- 
ening and medical research work 
in the U.S.S.R. The request came 
at a time when the blanket of 
secrecy over the project was at 
its thickest. 

The Soviet Commission was of- 
fered, instead, a number of ura- 
nium substitutes suitable for the 
experiments named. The offer was 
rejected. The commission theh 
bought. 300 pounds of uranium 
products from a private firm in 
Colorado. 

The Manhattan Engineering 
District, custodians of the bomb 
secret, subsequently managed 
discreetly to persuade all United 
States firms dealing in such 
products to sell thereafter only 
to the Government. When the 
Russians asked for another 1000 
pounds they were given a “per- 
mit” to buy it here H they 
could. They- promptly took the 
permit to Canada and bought 
it there, shipped it to a Mon- 
tana airbase, whence it was 
fiown directly to the U.S. S. R. 

Key thief of United States 
atomic plans was Arthur Alex- 
androvich Adams, a figure in 


the Russian Revolution of 1905. 


He arrived in the United States 
for his last tour of duty in 1938, 
using a visa he had obtained at 
an American consulate in Can- 
ada on fhe strength of a fraud- 
tient Canadian birth certificate.

Ingredients for sauce: Two cups 
canned fruit cocktail, one cup 
syrup from fruit cocktail, one-half 
cup water, two tablespoons corn- 
starch, one-third sugar, dash of 
salt, one tablespoon lemon juice, 
one teaspoon grated lemon rind. 

Method for pudding: Cream 
shortening. Sift together flour, 
sugar, baking powder and salt; 
add to shortening with unbeaten 
egg, milk and vanilla. Beat for 
two minutes. Pour into greased 
eight-inch pan. Bake in a moder- 
ately hot (375 degrees Fahrenheit) 
oven for 30 to 35 minutes. Cut 
in squares and serve warm with 
fruit sauce. 

Method for sauce: Drain fruit 
cocktail. Heat syrup and water. 
Blend cornstarch, sugar and salt 
thoroughtly and add to syrup; 
cook, stirring constantly, until 
thickened and clear. Add fruit 
cocktail and cook one minute 
longer. Remove from heat and 
mix in lemon juice and rind. Six 
to eight servings.

Uphill Fight to Produce 


Anatole Litvak Almost Went Broke 
Hanging Onto Book's Film Rights— 
Several Leading Studios Turned It 
‘Down Before Acceptance by Zanuck

HOLLYWOOD. March 2. 
O one is more surprised than 
the Hollywood movie moguls 
who turned down its filming, 
at the smash box office success 
of “The Snake Pit.” 

And no one is less surprised— 
and, more delighted, naturally 
than a guy named Anatole Litvak, 
who almost went broke hanging 
on to the film rights of the Mary 
Jane Ward novel. 8 

Litvak is one of Hollywood's 
quietest director-producers, and 
one of its most sensitive artists. 
His gentleness is deceptive. His 
enthusiasms are rare, but those 
he has are genuine and burning. 
And he is provocatively articulate 
about them, both verbally and in 
transferring them to the screen. 


The story of how Litvak finally 
brought “The Snake Pit” to the 
screen is one of faith, enthusiasm 
and near heartbreak. In May of 
1945, when he was still in the 
United States Army and stationed 
in New York, Litvak’s old friend, 
Bennett Cerf, sent him the galley 
proofs of “The Snake Pit.” Litvak 
read the book, and promptly 
plunked down a down payment 
on the $75,000 necessary to obtain 
the film rights to the dramatic 
story of a mental institution 
patient. 

Aware that Olivia de Havilland 
was in town at the time, Litvak 
promptly sent the galleys to her 
hotel, asked her to read them. 
Miss de Havilland started the 
book, réad it through, started all 
over ‘again, and when she had 
finished the second reading, tele- 
phoned Litvak excitedlly that she 
wanted to play the role of “Vir- 
ginia Cunningham,” the schizo- 
phrenic heroine. Ay 

When Litvak as discharged 
from the Army, after winning five 
major decorations for his services 
in producing in collaboration with 
Frank Capra, the “Why We 
Fight” series of films, he set 
about trying to get backing to 
produce “The Snake Pit.” 


His funds low after his years 
in service, Litvak had a hard time 
getting together enough funds to 
maintain his payments to keep 
the film rights to “The Snake 
Pit.“ Even though, in September, 
1946, the Mary Jane Ward novel 
became the Book-of-the-Month 
club selection, Litvak got nowhere 
with attempts to sell the idea of 
filming the book. 

Inevitably, producers at various 
studios told him: 

“Sure it’s a great book. Maybe 
it would make a great prestige 
picture. But would anybody pay 
to see it?” 

All his arguments that it was 
& good love story, a great drama, 
as well as a seriously-needed pic- 
turization of one of the greatest 
problems of these days, came to 
nought. Temporarily, Litvak was 
stymied. He went back to work, 
directing Henry Fonda in “The 
Long Night,” made his final pay- 
ment on “The Snake Pit,” began 
again to mull over which producer 
or which studio he hadn’t tackled. 
That’s when he thought of Darryl 
F. Zanuck of Twentieth Century- 
Fox. 

Zanuck had produced such con- 
troversial films as “The Grapes 
of Wrath,” “The Ox-Bow Inci- 
dent” “Wilson” and “Gentlemen’s 
Agreement.” Zanuck had fore- 
sight, perhaps he could see “The 
Snake Pit” as worth filming. 
Zanuck not only could, but did. 
Litvak was all set to give Zanuck 
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LITVAK AND MISS DE-HAVILLAND ON THE SET OF ‘THE SNAKE PIT." 


a super-harangue on the import- 
ance of the subject. He gathered 
facts and figures from govern- 
ment sources and from the Na- 
tional Committee for Mental Hy- 
giene. He had all the arguments 
handy: More than 50 per cent of 
hospital beds in the United States 
are occupied by mentally ill pa- 
tients, which means there is hard- 
ly a family in the country with- 
out some friend or relative suf- 
fering some form of mental ill- 
ness. “The Snake Pit” was a mes- 
sage of hope, it proved that with 
proper care, the average mental 
patient could be returned to nor-

- ITVAK marshalled statistics on 
L the comparative amounts of 
money spent on physically ill 
and mentally ill patients ($5 to $10 
a day for the former, and only $1 
a day average spent on an in- 
mate of a state mental hospital.) 
Other statistics, on the billions 
and millions spent annually in 
the United States on gambling, 
on education, on social security, 
on slum clearance, on caneer and 
venereal disease and heart dis- 
ease research compared to the 
puny $300,000 spent on research 
on insanity. . 

But he didn't need, nor get a 
chance to go on the soapbox. 
Zanuck read the, book, heard Lit- 
vak’s ideas regarding building up 
the story to include the case his- 
tory of the heroine—the reason for 
her breakdown, as well as its 
treatment and cure. It was a 
tossup whether the Production 
Chief of Twentieth Century-Fox 
or Litvak was more sold on the 
idea of producing “The Snake Pit,” 
but Zanuck paid Litvak $175,000 
for the film rights to the story, 
and signed Litvak to direct and

co-produce with veteran Twentieth 
Century-Fox producer Robert Bass- 
ler. 

The problem now was to build 
a screen play that would retain 
the authenticity of the book, add 
a boner-proof case history for the 
heroine, and get a name actress 
willing and able to submerge her 
glamour. Litvak mentioned Olivia 
de Havilland as his choice for the 
role if she was still interested and 
available. Miss de Havilland, who 
had won Academy nominations for 
“Gone With The Wind” and “Hold 
Back the Dawn,” and won the 
award for her portrayal in “To

Each His Own,” enthusiastically 
accepted the role two years after 
she first agreed she would like 
to do it. 

Zanuck, Litvak and Bassler 
realized a vital factor towards the 
picture’s success would be the 
screen play, and, after mulling 
over top names, made a selection 
as unorthodox as the idea of the 
„book: Frank Partos, for 16 years 
one of Hollywood’s top screen writ- 
ers, and Millen Brand, noted novel- 
ist-poet who was brought from his 
Pennsylvania farm to Hollywood 
for the first time to collaborate 
with Partos. Brand was chosen 
because of his sensitive portrait 
of an escaped mental patient in 
his 1937 Book-of-the-Month novel, 
“The Outward Room” (from which 
Sidney Kingsley wrote the Broad- 
way play, _ World We Make“).

FTER working out a 123-page

You Too, f You Want, Can Cook Fancy Foods in Paper 


By Hoyt Alden 


OOKING in paper is supposed 

to be, in more ritzy circles, 

something especially reserved 
for super chefs and not to be tried 
by lowly amateurs in their own 
kitchens, In that respect it is in 
the same class as crepes suzettes 
and other dishes, surrounded with 
a lot of mumbo jumbo, but prov- 
ing to be, in the final analysis, 
just a simple matter of following 
directions, plus a little practice. 


In the first place, there are now 
available good cooking papers that 
will solve most of the initial prob- 
lems. Waxed paper, however, will 
do very well. Brush it with a little 
oil, if it looks as though it is 
beginni to burn, Learn to fold 
it around the food to be cooked, 
so that it will be air tight. Use 
a flour and water paste to seal 
it, or try metal paper clips. 

„The foods best adapted to cook- 
ing in paper are pompano, trout, 
chicken or tongue. . 

The dish that has been used 
for years to entrap visiting fire- 
men in the most flossy eating 
establishments is, of course, pom- 
pano cooked in paper. Aside from 
the fact that pompano is ordinarily 
expensive in itself, there is no 
reasonable reason why it can’t be 
prepared by the Little Woman. 
Any fairly good cook who can 
read can turn out a presentable 
dish. 

Like this: 

Buy enough pompano to provide 
four hefty fillets.. Put the bones 
and scraps on to cook slowly. 
When it is done, strain the broth, 
season it and use to poach the 
fillets for about five minutes. Now 
chop up three green onions real 
fine, using some of the tops and 
cook gently in butter. When they 
are tender put in about three- 
fourths of a cup of chopped mush-

Don't the paper too tight over 
the fillet, but at the same time it 
must be folded together so that 
none of the succulent juices es- 
cape.
